Notice of Incorporation 


On July ist, 1902, the firm of Thomas Meehan & Sons was incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of Pennsylvania, consolidating with it 
the wholesale business of Meehan Brothers, situated at Dreshertown, 
Montgomery County, Pa. This combination increased the size of the 
nurseries to two hundred and seventy-five acres, making probably one of 
the largest nurseries of strictly ornamental trees, shrubs and hardy plants 
in the United States. To facilitate the carrying on of this extensive 
business, an office was opened at Dreshertown for the transaction of the 
wholesale department of the firm—the stock grown at this place also being 
used entirely for wholesale purposes. The Germantown office and nurseries 
will be confined entirely for the carrying on and growing of stock for 
retail purposes only. 

This consolidation and separation of the wholesale and retail depart- 
ment of the business will enable both branches to conduct their respective 
departments more satisfactorily, and to handle the business and ship stock 
more quickly than has heretofore been the case. 

Though the business has been incorporated, the ownership and man- 
agement remains wholly in the hands of the former members of the firm.
